NADA Committee Confident OPA Proposal Now Postponed Indefinitely ; 
B, C Gas Coupon Values Cut 17% in 12 Northeastern States; 
Other Areas Warned of Possible Ration Slash 


Imposition of a used car price ceiling, 
under consideration by OPA for several 
weeks and the target of concerted oppo- 
sition by the nation’s automobile dealers, 
is something that is not a near-future 
reality—moreover, it may never come. That was the 
feeling prevailing among the members of the executive 
committee of NADA as they left Washington last week 
following a frank, heart-to-heart discussion of the subject 
with former Senator Clyde Herring, senior assistant to 
OPA Administrator Prentiss Brown. 

At conclusion of the conference, Herring assured the 
NADA committee that the problem would have his close 
attention and careful study. He manifested keen under- 
standing and appreciation of the dealer’s position and told 
the delegation that he would receive with interest any 
further statements or exhibits it would care to submit. 
Herring also gave the committee his assurance that dealers 
would be given an opportunity for another hearing before 
any final decision on a price ceiling is reached. The com- 
mittee feels, therefore, that imposition of a price ceiling 
at least is not imminent.

Henry Ford Again President; 
Craig, Bennett Move Up 


DEARBORN.—Resuming a role held prior to 1919, Henry 
Ford last week was elected president of the Ford Motor Co., 
succeeding his son, Edsel, who died May 26. Although he has 
always shied away from titles for himself, the Ford empire’s 
founder, who will be 80 on July 30, is thought to have assumed 
the presidency to keep the title in the family, awaiting the 
day when one of his grandsons—Henry II, Benson or William 
Ford, all now in the armed forces—is able to take over. 

Charles Sorensen, production genius of the company, was 
retained as vice-president, and much of the active management 
will rest on his shoulders. B. J. Craig, former secretary and 
acting treasurer, was elected treasurer and _ vice-president; 
H. L. Moekle, formerly assistant secretary, was named secretary 
and assistant treasurer, while H. E. Schluchter, former cashier, 
becomes assistant secretary-treasurer. 

Five new directors were named, as follows: Mrs. Eleanor 
Ford (Edsel’s widow); Harry H. Bennett, Ford personnel 
director; M. L. Bricker, general manager of Ford Willow Run; 
R. R. Rausch, superintendent of Ford Rouge plant, and Craig. 
The other directors are Henry Ford, Henry Ford II, Benson 
Ford and Sorensen. 

Indicating that there will be policy changes under the new 
regime, it Was announced that Steve Hannagan, widely known 
public relation counsel retained by the company about a year 
ago, had been dismissed.

New Bills Cheer

BIRMINGHAM, Ala.—Favorable 
reports on legislative matters were 
heard at the annual session of the 
Alabama Automobile Dealers Assn. 
News was brought to the conven- 
tion that the bill sponsored by the 
body to relieve dealers of the 
advalorem tax on frozen stocks had 
passed the house without opposi- 
tion and headed for passage in the 
senate. 

Dealers also heard that a bill 
levying a $200 state license and a 
$100 county license on dealers, who 
do not have a fixed place of busi- 
ness, and a $500 license on car auc- 
tion concerns, had been approved 
by the House ways and means 
committee. The association is not 
the sponsor of this bill but is lend- 
ing it support. 

In recent months there has been 
an increase in mushroom dealers 
in used cars, especially some of the 
war production centers; they don’t 
have the usual dealer setup with 
service and parts department. Auc- 
tions of used cars have also been 
on the increase, usually by out-of- 
state concerns. 

The association voted overwhelm- 
ingly to support the bill now be- 
fore the legislature to establish a 
separate motor vehicle department, 
with a commissioner in charge. 
Various automobile taxes are now 
collected by two or three different 
departments. 

The association also went on 
record as not asking for any tag 
tax or license reduction during this 
session of the legislature. C. E. 
Anderson, executive secretary, said 
this action was taken despite the 
fact that Alabama taxes are higher 
than in most states and some 
states, notably North Carolina, had 
excused privilege licenses of deal- 
ers in that state.

McNutt Urges Employers 


WASHINGTON. Announcing 
that available manpower of mili- 
tary age will permit only about 
1,500,000 industrial deferments at 
the end of this year, Paul V. Mc- 
Nutt, war manpower chief, last 
week urged employers of the ap- 
proximately 3,000,000 men now de- 
ferred for occupational reasons to 
cooperate for their orderly induc- 
tion by promptly filling out 
manning tables and replacement 
schedules. 

When an employer files a man- 
ning table and a replacement 
schedule, McNutt pointed out, he 
gives WMC a picture of his per- 
sonnel requirements that is help- 
ful to its entire program, together 
with a time table by which Se- 
lective Service can plan its in- 
ductions. The manning table, he 
said, presents the overall picture, 
while the replacement schedule 
implements orderly induction. 

Stressing the need for prompt 
filing of tables and schedules, Mc- 
Nutt also stated that the estimate 
of 1,500,000 men who can be de- 
ferred in industry as of next Dec. 
31 takes into consideration these 
who will become 18 before that 
date and also men with dependents 
who had been classified in former 
Class 3-B. 

“On May 1,” he said, there were 
approximately 1,000,000 draft reg- 
istrants 18 to 38 years old in Class 
2-A, as necessary men in essential 
civilian activities, or in Class 2-B, 
as key men in war production other 
than agriculture. 


There also were around 2,000,000 
men with dependents who are en- 
gaged in essential activities many 
of whom will be reclassified into 
Class 2-A or Class 2-B from former 
Class 3-B. In addition, there will be 
deferments during the remainder 
of the year of registrants who be- 
come 18 each month, such as stu- 
dents who are completing scientific 
or professional courses. 

“On the other hand, on May 1 
our pool of physically fit men be- 
tween 18 and 38, including those 
becoming 18 each month until the 
end of the year, was about 6,000,000, 
of whom around 900,000 must be 
deferred during the year as neces- 
sary men in agriculture. This leaves 
5,100,000 from whom approximately 
2,700,000 must be inducted into the 
armed forces by the end of this 
year, if their goal of around 11,- 
000,000 men is to be reached. 


“There then remains about 2,- 
400,000 of whom it is estimated 
approximately 900,000 will be men 
deferred for dependency reasons, 
leaving 1,500,000 as the maximum 
number of men who can be de- 
ferred for occupational reasons 
other than agriculture at the end 
of this year.” 

McNutt emphasized that the 
foregoing statistics make it urgent 
that employers, and particularly 
those who are engaged in activities 
essential to the war effort, get in 
touch with their WMC regional or 
area directors and arrange to pro- 
vide this data.

Anti-Diversion 


Bills Killed 


By Nebraska Lawmakers 


LINCOLN, Neb.—Senator Tony 
Asimus, of O’Neill, who staged a 
five months’ battle in the legisla- 
ture against gas tax diversion, 
trade barriers and the increased 
red tape imposed on the trucking 
industry, last week, declared that 
the railroad lobby is practically 
supreme in Nebraska. 

All the anti-diversion bills were 
killed. The one cent diversion for 
old age assistance was made a 
permanent policy by the adoption 
of a motion by Sen. Walter Raecke. 
The bill to repeal the $10 towing 
fee died in committee. A four cent 
gas tax diversion was imposed on 
the aviation industry to improve 
air fields and one cent diverted to 
old age assistance. 

In the closing hours of the 
legislature, LB 293 was passed 
with the emergency clause, re- 
quiring all truckers with irregu- 
lar routes to submit to the regu- 
lations of the state railway com- 
mission. Two years ago the state 
supreme court nullified a similar 
provision in the act regulating 
truckers. 

Sen. Asimus provoked a bitter 
fight by submitting an amendment 
to redistribute 1% cents of the gas 
tax allotment to rural communities 
for farm-to-market roads. Senators 
from several large cities, where the 
gas tax funds are used for govern- 
mental expenses, fought the 
change. However, Asimus finally 
succeeded in having half the al- 
lotment returned to rural sections 
for actual road building.

Traffic in April 


Set at Half of 
Pre-War Normal 


WASHINGTON.—The volume of 
traffic on rural roads in April con- 
tinued at about half of pre-war 
normal in the eastern rationed area 
and about two-thirds normal in 
the remainder of the country, Pub- 
lic Roads Administration reported 
last week. 

Approximately these same rela- 
tive levels of traffic also prevailed 
in each area in February and 
March, records of the various 
state highway departments show. 


Motor-fuel tax collections in 28 
states in April totaled $38,209,000, 
or three-fourths of pre-war normal, 
according to reports from state 
motor vehicle administrators. In 
the East, collections were two- 
thirds of normal and in the rest of 
the country, approximately four- 
fifths of normal. The collections 
represent consumption of motor 
fuel largely during the previous 
month. 

Figures compiled by PRA reveal 
that the gasoline tax was paid on 
only 76 percent as much motor fuel 
for highway use during the last 
half of 1942 compared with the 
same period in 1941. In the East, 
the tax gallonage was 69 percent 
of normal, and in the rest of the 
country 81 percent.

Priority System 
Set for Trucks 
On East Coast 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—A pri- 
ority system has been established 
for the Eastern gasoline-shortage 
area to assure the continuance o 
essential automotive transporta 
ODT announced last week. 

The system, based on a list o 
essential services certified to 
ODT by the War Production Board, 
will be used in granting supple 
mental gasoline allotments to ce 
mercial motor vehicles in the short- 
age area. Additional gasoline wil 
be alloted. It was announced, 
for essential commercial services 
which could not be continued unde 
the 40 percent gasoline rat lon 
“stretch-out” announced by ODT, 
last week. 

It is expected that only a limited 
number of commercial motor ve- 
hicle operators in the East will 
able to qualify under the WPB- 
ODT plan for additional gasoline 
Moreover, the ODT said, very 
of those who do qualify will have 
the full 40 percent cut restored. 

Only services vital to the 
effort and the public welfare can 
be fully maintained during the 
gasoline crisis, the ODT emplhia- 
sized. Except for those operators 
entitled to supplemental gasoline 
rations under the priority system, 
the 40 percent mileage cut prob- 
ably will be continued for the rest 
of the year in the shortage area: 

If it becomes necessary to extend 
the cut into the remainder of | 
year, gasoline allotments to com- 
mercial motor vehicle operators 
will be reduced automatically. 
the ration coupons for each cal- 
endar quarter are prepared. Pro 
portionate adjustments. will 
made in the subsequent allotments 
of operators who qualify for ad 


ditional rations during the current 


quarter.

OK’s Chrysler Checkoff 


A three-man Michigan panel of 
the War Labor Board, after hold- 
ing hearings since Dec. 11, 1942, 
last week made public its report 
on the disputes between Chrysler 
Corp. and the UAW-CIO. Covering 
52 separate disputes in 55 pages, 
the panel’s report recommended 
the appointment of a permanent 
umpire, a maintenance of mem- 
bership clause, and the checkoff 
system of collecting union dues 
and other levies. 

The panel also recommended, 
over union protests, that the 
membership maintenance clause 
include a provision which would 
allow employes to withdraw from 
the union if they do not wish to 
remain members for the dura- 
tion of the contract, This has 
been termed the “escape” proviso. 

Voicing his objection to the 
clause in its entirety, Carroll 
Taber, Lansing attorney and in- 
dustry member of the panel, said: 

“The union argues that the com- 
pany is responsible for these 
strikes. However, the record shows 
that for the 36 months prior to 
Nov. 30, 1942, 652,152 manhours of 
time were consumed by union 
stewards and committeemen in 
investigating grievances and bar- 
gaining with company representa- 
tives at a total cost to the com- 
pany of approximately $742,000.”

OPA Sets Rules 


For Dealer Sales 


WASHINGTON.— Another series 
of pamphlets digesting interpreta- 
tions of specific schedules and 
regulations other than the general 
maximum price regulation and 
Maximum Price Regulation No. 
165, was issued last week by OPA. 


The following interpretation of 
sales of new automobiles between 
dealers, under Schedule 85, is in- 
cluded: Sales of new passenger 
automobiles between dealers are 
sales “at retail” subject to Section 
1360.52, entitled Maximum retail 
prices for new passenger automo- 
biles. 

A dealer purchased a new auto- 
mobile in Dec., 1942 from another 
dealer. The automobile received, 
while in storage from Oct. 31, 1942, 
until the date of delivery to the 
purchasing dealer, all the mainten- 
ance operations set forth in Ap- 
pendix B of the Schedule. The 
selling dealer may add the allow- 
ance provided for in Section 1360.52 
(e) and the purchasing dealer may, 
on resale of the automobile, add 
these allowances to the maximum 
price, plus the allowance for main- 
tenance operations which he has 
performed since Dec.,’ 1942. The 
allowance is based upon mainten- 
ance operations which “the auto- 
mobile shall have received” rather 
than the operations which the 
seller has performed. 

Advertising costs incurred by a 
retailer may not be added to the 
maximum prices of new automo- 
biles.

the Washington Automotive 
Trade Assn. to Automotive 
News, “are individually owned, 
but above and beyond that, there 
is a super-ownership.

At the recent OPA-dealer con- 
ference held in San Francisco, the 
plan was explained by the Wash- 
ington state delegates. Officials 
were interested, and it is hoped 
that this interest will be trans- 
mitted into action. 

“Care of the _ transportation 
units we now have and the win- 
ning of the war, the former to 
aid in the latter, are our only 
real consideration,” continued 
Anderson. “Let’s not bungle this. 
Let’s adopt the right plan: before 
it is too late. Control of sales 
through dealers is the effective 
way to check on used car sales 
and upkeep. Periodic inspection 
and maintenance are necessary 
to halt depletion of our stockpile. 

“In the Seattle area we are short 
5,000 used cars at this time. These 
could be put into service for war 
workers. So at least, let us adopt 
a plan that will not deplete what 
we have at too fast a rate. 

“And whatever action OPA takes, 
let us hold in mind that the used 
car belongs to our country, above 
the individual.” 

At present used car inventories 
in Seattle are at their lowest in 
history. Five or six used cars is 
the total stock at some big dealer- 
| ships. They move out fast. Dealers 
are advertising to bring out idle 
'ears for war workers. An effort 
is made to have owners of A gaso- 
line rationing books put their cars 
on the market, for B and C holders. 
“Spot cash” is offered in alluring 
front page advertisements. Some 
are being “smoked out,” but they 
clear right out, and so inventory 
stays at minimum. 

Dealers are meeting the me- 
chanics problem fairly well, thus 
far keeping up service work. Here, 
too, “allure” is offered in the ads, 
as this one by Tyson Oldsmobile 
indicates: “$1.30 per hour mini- 
mum for qualified mechanics. 
Plenty of overtime at $1.95 per 
hour. Saturdays off. We want ex- 
perienced men.” And of course,

Increased U. C. Supply 


Seen as Gas Ban Result 

PHILADELPHIA. — Paying 
boom prices for used cars is un- 
wise in view of the pleasure 
driving ban, the Philadelphia 
Automobile Trade Assn. advised 
its members last week. 

“The ban will increase the 
supply,” PATA said, “although 
the wholesale demand will prob- 
ably continue. Therefore dealers 
who keep both feet on _ the 
ground should be able to buy 
used cars for less and sell them 
at a better profit. For a while, 
at least, you should try to lower 
your purchasing prices.” 


Slight Changes 
Noted in June 


Tire Quotas 


WASHINGTON.— Allotments of 
passenger car and truck tires by 
the Office of Rubber Director for 
rationing in June are little changed 
from May, the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration stated last week in 
apportioning quotas among the 
various rationing districts. 

June truck tire quotas total 
414,066, against 414,108 for May. 

The quota of Grade III passen- 
ger car tires—used or recapped 
casings—show the greatest change, 
the total of district quotas for 
June amounting to 690,000 against 
600,799 for May. Grade III’s are 
for replacements on cars with a 
mileage ration of 240 a month or 
under when the present casings are 
not recappable. 

Quota of Grade I tires—all new 
passenger car tires are Grade I-- 
which go for needed replacements 
on cars with a monthly mileage 
ration exceeding 240, is 1,012,000 for 
June compared with 1,006,882 in 
May. Applicants for these tires, 
too, must show that the tires they 
have now are unfit for recapping. 

Passenger car innertube quotas 
for June are 828,000 against 735,781 
in May, and for trucks 338,606 
against 434,355. 


May Sales Drop 


In Columbus 


COLUMBUS.—Sales of new cars 
in Columbus and the surrounding 
county declined in May as com- 
pared with those in April, but 
showed an increase in comparison 
with May, 1942. 

There were 126 new cars sold 
during the month, with 141 sold in 
April, and 112 in May of last year. 
In the first five months of this 
year, total sales in the city and 
county were 439 as against 913 in 
the same period last year. New 
truck sales in May totaled eight 
as against 22 in April, and 36 in 
May, 1942. 

In the first five months this year, 
5,280 used machines changed hands, 
including 3,954 automobiles, 1,282 
trucks and 44 motorcycles. This 
compared with 5951 in the first five 
months of 1942, including 4,472 cars, 
1,370 trucks and 109 small motor 
vehicles.

Chicago Used Car Ads 


CHICAGO. — Restrictions upon 
what may be said in used car ad- 
vertising were laid down last week 
by the Chicago Better Business 
Bureau in the form of five rules, 
as follows: 

1. Automobile dealers are not 
permitted to advertise offers of 
specific amounts for used cars, nor 
a specific bonus or premium al- 
legedly in excess of the “market,” 
or prices offered by other dealers. 

2. Claims such as “We pay more,” 
| ‘“‘We pay western prices,” “We pay 
above the limit,” “We pay $200 
above market,” and others of simi- 
lar import cannot be used in ad- 
vertising. However, it 
sible to use statements uch as “We 
pay highest prices,” 
| advertiser pays as

3. Advertisements of dealers con- 
taining the name of an individual 
must also contain the firm name 
or in other ways clearly indicate 
that the advertiser is a dealer.

5. No statement that an adver- 
tiser is from out of town is per- 
mitted in advertisements in the 
“automobile wanted” classification, 
if a local address is given in the 
advertisement.

For Service 


Seen in Ark. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark.— Possibility 
of some system of priorities on 
automobile repair work--perhaps 
similar to that already being used 
in Canada-has_ been seen for 
Arkansas by John Allen, secretary 
and manager of the Arkansas Bus 
and Truck Assn.

WASHINGTON.—Combined state 
highway obligations for 39 states 
having state highway debt on Jan.

Roads Administration. 

New York’s $477,927,709 state 
highway debt is the largest and 
Idaho is the least encumbered with 
a state highway debt of $289,834. 
Under current schedules reported 
by PRA, Michigan will be free of 
state highway debt in 1944 while 
New York’s debt service require- 
ments will run until 1987. 

Reported free of state highway 
debt are: Arizona, Indiana, Ne- 
braska, Nevada, Oklahoma, South 
Dakota and Utah.

WASHINGTON.—Evidence of 
tendency to exceed the 35-milé 
speed limit, resulting in excessive 
wear on tires, was reported las 
week by the Public Roads Ad- 
ministration. 

Recent checks in 11 states 
showed average speeds as high” 
as 47 m.p.m., it was stated. 
Speeds approximated the 35-mile 
limit only in Maine, Minnesota, ~ 

North Carolina and Oklahoma, 
with the exception that in Minne- @s 
sota the average speed of buses — 
was 45 m.p.h. 

Earlier this year and last falf 
PRA reported speed counts shé 
ing national averages of 37 miles 
per hour for passenger cars, 35 fo 
trucks, and 37 for buses. 

In 1% million miles of tire trave 
on roads in Iowa, Kansas, MissourF® 
and Wyoming, prewar passenger 
car quality tires used on concre 
roads wore only about two-thirds™ 
as fast at 35 as at 45 miles per 
hour, the investigation indicated¢ 
Tires that would wear out in 40,000 
miles at 45 would give nearly 60,000 
miles of service at 35 miles pef 
hour.
